LETTER FROM WILMINGTON. 


W ool D e p o i- G r n l ln g m ill l 'n e h l i if 
S u g g e s tio n s ;to W o o l-G ro tie r* . 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : —Perhaps some o f 
your readers may not be aware that a 
magnificent wool depot has been es­ 
tablished at Wilmington, by a com­ 
pany of wealthy gentlemen, and that 
E. N. McDonald is manager of the new 
enterprise. The depot is an immense 
building 280 
feet long by 50 feet 
broad. It was erected by the Govern­ 
ment, a few years ago, a s a storehouse 
for military supplies. This building 
is capable of receiving and storing 
2,000 t ales of wool at one time. It is 
supplied with 
two superior 
wool 
presses, and all the necessary appli­ 
ances for the rapid grading and pack­ 
ing of wool. In this work, eight to 
ten men are constantly employed. 
Indeed the facilities for grading anil 
packing wool here are equal to those 
of any establishment in Han Francis­ 
co. The wool is separated into three 
grades, according to its fineness and 
quality. The bules are neatly ami 
strongly hooped with iron, the average 
weight of each bale being 450 pounds. 


IF A LL T H E D IR T 
Could be washed out ef the wool be­ 
fore it is packed, about forty per cent, 
weight could be saved to the producer 
in freight alone. The company are 
considering 
the 
question whether 
the wool thus cleansed will bring 
enough 
more 
in 
the market to 
justify the expense of cleansing it. 
The question tney propose to put to a 
practical test, and if the test is favor­ 
able, the necessary machinery will be 
procured for washing and cleansing 
all the wool that is graded and packed. 


T H IS E N T E R P R ISE 
Is a new one for ¡Southern California, 
having gone into operation only a few 
weeks since; yet of the Spring clip, 
about GUU,0UU pounds of wool will soon 
have been graded and packed. 
Wool growers ought to know that it 
is for their interest to have their wool 
graded and packed at home, and 
shipped from their own port for an 
Eastern market, instead of being ut 
the expense of sending it to San Fran­ 
cisco to be graded and packed. The 
writer takes pleasure m informing 
them that freight contracts have been 
secured, by means of which their wool 
will be shipped direct from Wimiug- 
ton to New York or Boston, on the 
same terms as from San Francisco. 


T H E COMPANY 
Have ample means for making lib­ 
eral advances on all wools so-shipped 
by them, the amount of the advances 
being equal to two-thirds of the mar­ 
ket value of the wool, and the interest 
charged being only seven per cent, per 
year. The charges for grading, pack­ 
ing and storage, are very low, being 
only iive-eigth cents per pound, and 
the whole cost of receiving, sampling, 
shipping and eilecting sales wilt be 
two ami a half per cent. The average 
gain therefore to wool growers by en­ 
trusting their wool to the Wilmington 
Company will be fully two to three 
cents per pound.

Unity of Action. 


Iu uuion there is strength. 
A sin­ 
gle reed is broken by a child while 
the bundle of reeds deties the strength 
of the strongest man. 
A community 
that acts as a unit is always a pros­ 
perous community, w hile one that is 
tilled with jealousies, euvfes, animosi­ 
ties, hatreds, is necessarily non-pro­ 
gressive, and oftentimes loses the nat­ 
ural advantages which are theirs al­ 
most by birthright. The city of Sac­ 
ramento is the finest illustration of 
what a united people m ay accomplish 
that we know of in this State. 
Sacra­ 
mento lias been burned up, flooded 
and sunk in the mud, in turn, yet she 
now stands a beautiful city foi solid 
ground ten or fifteen feet above the 
level of her original site. She was 
liable to overflow every tim e the river 
raised, but the energy and unity of 
her people set up a barrier around her 
against which the turbid waters beat 
iu vain. 
Had Sacramento been in­ 
habited by people jealous of each 
other, envious of each other, and hat­ 
ing each other, in place of being now 
a rich and prosperous city and the 
Capitol of the State, she would have 
been fifteen feet beneath the mud, 
and we should hear of her as the 
place where people used to land on the 
way to the mines. The harmonious 
co-operation of a com munity accom­ 
plishes wonders. 
Jt inaugurates and 
carries out enterprises; it rolls away 
seemingly unsurmountable obstacles; 
it is a tower of strength. Los Angeles 
county is one of the richest in the 
State, and she possesses more and 
greater natural advantages than any 
other section 
iu 
California. 
She 
should stand to-day the second county 
in the State, but she does not although 
a few years hence she will occupy 
that proud position. In times past her 
people have not worked together with 
that earnestness of purpose which is the 
guarantee of success. 
There 
have 
been envyings and bickerings which 
have retarded progress, and men have 
fallen into the selfish habit of oppos­ 
ing an enterprise or improvement 
from no other motive save the fear 
that some one else might be benefited. 
Happily for all, these narrow and il­ 
liberal notions are rapidly giving way 
to more enlarged views and more lib­ 
eral and pregressive ideas. The old 
time rivalry between city and coun­ 
try has given place to a better feeling. 
W e are beginning to learn that we 
move along easier and more rapidly 
when every man’s shoulder is at the 
wheel. 
W e are realizing that general 
prosperity is a sure advancement of 
individual interest. The prosperity of 
the country is the growth of the city. 
We have much to do. 
W e want many 
improvements made and many indus­ 
tries established, which may be had 
by the hearty co-operation of our peo­ 
ple. 
Our business men must learn to 
walk together as a unit, when a ques­ 
tion of general interest is to be con­ 
sidered. 
We want railroads and fac­ 
tories, not in Los Angeles alone, but 
all over the valley. 
W e want the 
W ilm ington harbor completed, and 
we want the Truxton railroad. We 
want half a dozen beet sugar factories 
in the valley; and, in truth, we want 
too many things for enumeration in 
one article. They are all within our 
reach if we reach for them altogether; 
there are none within our reach if 
each one tries to hold the other back. 
Let us work together. 
“ We’ll clasp 
hands: 
W hen peers 
thus knit, a 
kingdom ever stands.”

It is not much of a 
railroad, but it is better than mule lo­ 
comotion or wagon conveyance. 
We 
should like to see the ordinary T rail 
laid down, and we expect the feeling 
is shared by every stockholder and 
every resident of the valley, but can 
we manage to procure the rail within 
ourselves? 
W e exp ect— nay, 
we 
know—that the people of L03 Angeles, 
San Bernardino and Inyo counties 
must build this road in and of them­ 
selves. W e do not expect one hundred 
dollars of outside capital to invest in 
it at the outset. Talk is cheap, and 
where we may obtain tons of that arti­ 
cle, we cannot get ounces of the circu­ 
lating medium. 
We cannot go into 
San Francisco to-day and dispose of 
any considerable amount of stock in 
the Los Angeles and Independence 
Railroad. 
Capitalists up there will 
tell you that it is a splendid enter­ 
prise, and should be carried out. If 
encouragement may be expected from 
fine talk, we would undertake to build 
a railroad around the world with the 
funds realized from San Francisco elo­ 
quence. 
Money is, however, a thing 
of which our capitalists are more 
chary than of fine words. 
We reiter­ 
ate that if the road is built, it must be 
done with the money of the people re­ 
siding in the three counties named. 
Now, can those people secure the iron? 
If it can be shown that they are able to 
purchase it, we are as much opposed 
to the cheap track proposed by Mr. 
C k a w f o k d as any one. 
We want the 
road built—first-class if possible; if 
not that, then as near first-class as our 
means w ill suffice.

The Shadow of ü Cominn Event.

There is a crumb of comfort to be 
picked out of the dispatches published 
yesterday morning. 
Uolonel I I i t e , 
an agent of Colonel S c o t t, has arrived 
in San Francisco, and will travel over 
Southern California for the purpose of 
studying the intorestsof the Texas Pa­ 
cific Railroad. 
The statem ent that lie 
comes to learn the resources of the 
State is probably mere conjecture, as 
T om S c o tt has been here himself, and 
thoroughly understands th a t part of 
the business. 1 Ie never sends an agent 
to collect information on ground that 
he has been over himself. If Colonel 
H it e should remain in the State a 
year, he could not tell S co tt a single 
item of news on that head. The Col­ 
onel’s real mission is, no doubt, to ex­ 
amine the various routes over which 
the road may be built, and report his 
conclusions to the company. 
It has 
also been rumored that negotiations 
were pending for the purchase of tlie 
Southern Pacific road by S c o t t. 
If 
there is anything in these rumors, it 
is possible the Colonel’s visit will de­ 
velop something new in that direction. 
That he will examine the work al­ 
ready done out of San Diego, is of 
course true, but he was not sent out 
here to report on ten miles of road-bed 
only. Some important developments 
in the railroad line may be looked for 
at an early day. The demand for the 
completion of the Texas Pacific road 
is increasing daily, and if the present 
managers of th a t work do not push it 
through, it m ust be done by other 
hands. 
S c o tt is aware of this, and 
the knowledge that something must 
be done immediately is perhaps the 
cause of Colonel J I it k ’s visit at this 
time. 


Woman and Whisky. 


We recognize the power of woman 
in the contests under Local Option. 
W henever license is defeated it is 
woman’s work. 
She is the inveterate 
enemy of whisky. It has caused her 
untold misery. People may talk as 
much as they like about dram drink­ 
ing and intoxication among women. 
It is not true, except in a few isolated 
cases, and these cases are dark and 
gloomy pictures that make the heart 
bleed to look upon and understand 
them. 
A woman may drink; if she 
does, it is to drown a deep sorrow—to 
hide a sea of misery—not to gratify an 
appetite. We have always believed 
woman made of purer and better clay 
than man, and her untiring struggle 
with her arch enemy only tends to 
confirm that opinion. Woman cannot 
visit saloons; it would not be proper 
that she should. 
She has never had 
an opportunity to fight whisky on its 
own ground until Local Option gave 
her the privilege, and now that she is 
placed face to face with the destroyer 
of her peace and happiness, she makes 
the fur fly after the most approved 
style. 
We may have to buy our 
whisky by the demijohn, but if we do 
we shall 
hold no malice against 
woman. 
She fights nobly, and she is 
engaged in a noble fight. 


T h e habit of lighting stoves with 
coal oil is dangerous to the stove and 
somewhat risky for the servant girls, 
besides slightly impairing insurance 
policies on property. 
W e have not 
kept an exact record of casualties 
growing out of pouring coal oil into 
stoves since the discovery of kerosene, 
but our figures show that several thou­ 
sand women have been burned to 
death, almost as many stoves rendered 
useless for anything but old iron, and 
about half th a t num ber of houses 
burned up. The last record is that of 
a woman in San Jose, who a few days 
ago lighted her stove from the coal oil 
can. 
She m ade a fine blaze, which the 
entire fireman force of that village did 
not succeed in extinguishing until the 
oil was all burned up, the stove de­ 
stroyed, the house in ashes, and the 
woman dead. 
W hen 
will servant 
girls learn that kerosene is a danger­ 
ous kindling material? No girl who 
works for th irty dollars per month can 
afTord to pour coal oil into the kitchen 
stove. It is an expensive, though 
highly exciting luxury, which should 
be dispensed w ith except by those fe­ 
males who desire to close out their 
earthly career and burn up their em ­ 
ployer's house. 


T h e H e b a l d this morning contains 
a detailed account of an attempted 
double m urder within a few miles of 
this city, night before last. The scene 
of the outrage was visited by a H e r a i.d 
reporter yesterday, and his narrative 
is made up from what he saw and 
heard. 
It is not probable th a t this 
atrociousdeed was committed by m em ­ 
bers of the V a s q u e z band, though it 
is more than probable the villains 
were cheered and encouraged by the 
adoration showered upon the bandit 
hero while in jail in this city. 


T h e San Jose Argus says Senator 
M a c l a y has presented the editor of 
the P atriot, of that city, with a block 
of land in San Fernando. ’Pears to us 
that the Senator goes a long ways 
from home to bestow his favors. 


A f a n a t ic a l journal of San Fran­ 
cisco complains that a poor man has 
to pay just as much poll tax as a m il­ 
lionaire. The millionaire’s vote counts 
no more than that of the poorest man. 
Honors are easy.

OUTLAWRY.

A messenger arrived in the city from 
tlie Monte, about five o’clock yester­ 
day morning, bringing reports of a 
robbery and attempted murder near 
that place the night previous. Only 
the most meagre particulars were 
gained from the man, as he came post­ 
haste for medical assistance and offi­ 
cers of the law, leaving as soon as his 
errand had been accomplished. 
As 
soon as the report reached us a H e r ­ 


a l d reporter, in company with officer 
T. J. Bedford, set out to visit the place 
where the robbery occurred, and to 
gain the full particulars concerning it. 


t h e s c e n e o f t h e t r a g e d y 
Is about fifteen miles east of this city, 
and immediately south of El Monte, 
on Puente Ranch, where W orkman’s 
mill, a few houses aud a store are locat­ 
ed. Mr. Turner, the victim of the 
robbers, has been in charge of the mill 
for some time, and is tlie owner of the 
store mentioned. 
Monday afternoon 
a Mexican, who was unknown to Mr. 
Turner, 
came 
to the store 
and 
made a few purchases, conducting 
himself 
in 
a 
rather 
suspicious 
manner, seeming to be spying out 
the goods on hand and the lay of the 
premises. However, he left without 
making any demonstrations, and Mr. 
Turner thought no inore of tlie affair. 
It lias since been ascertained that the 
Mexican was there for the purpose of 
robbing the store at that time, but de­ 
ferred the undertaking for some reason 
best known to himself. 
ABOUT DUSK TUESDAY EVENING 
The same man, whose name proves to 
be El Gordo, returned to filestore and 
commenced purchasing goods to some 
considerable extent, lie had bought 
about forty dollars worth of things, 
paying therefor in gold coin, aud had 
about twenty dollars left, with which 
he was continuing his purchase. As 
Mr. Turner stooped down to take a 
pair of boots from a box for the inspec­ 
tion of his customer, the Mexican 
seized him about tlie neck, and draw­ 
ing a large pruning knife from his 
pocket, made a pass at the store-keep- 
er’s throat. Mr. Turner seized the 
knife with both hands, and a scuffle 
ensued. The knife was drawn through 
his closed hands, lacerating them ter­ 
ribly. At this instant 
MRS. TURNER APPEARED 
Upon the scene. Becoming uneasy at 
the protracted stay of her husband, 
she had taken a small revolver in her 
hand and gone to the store. Her 
presence was most opportune; had it 
been delayed a few seconds longer her 
husband’s life would doubtless liavfr 
been the cost. The courageous woman 
seized tlie Mexican, and by main force 
pushed him out of tlie door, at the 
same time firing upon him. Mean­ 
while Mr. Turner had gone out of tin* 
store ami started for his house, about 
one hundred rods distant, to get bis 
revolver. 
He was followed bv FI 
Gordo, wbo fired four sbots at him, 
none of them taking effect. 
At this 
juncture, the Mexican, turning about, 
saw Mrs. Turner following, and 
FIR E D UPON HER. 
The shot reached its mark, and the 
lady fell, severely wounded. 
ít is 
supposed that El Gordo was then 
joined by two confederates, an Ameri­ 
can and a Mexican, who had pre­ 
viously remained in the background, 
and the three proceeded to rifle the 
store. They took several coats, with 
other articles of clothing, and $44 in 
silver from the money drawer. A cu- 
riouscoincidence here comes in. There 
was $80 in gold coin in the upper tills 
of the money drawer which tlie robbers 
overlooked, taking only tlie silver 
from beneath the tills. The Mexican 
also dropped his purse, containing tlie 
remainder of his own money, $20, and 
thus 
H E MISSED A CLEAN HUNDRED 
In gold by tlie operation. After tak­ 
ing what they wanted from the store, 
the robbers mounted and rode away 
unmolested. 
Mr. Turner, wounded and bleeding 
as lie was, started to a neighbors to 
procure assistance, hut returned too 
late to intercept the desperadoes. 
Mrs. Turner was found in the house, 
completely exhausted, having had 
only sufficient strength to take her 
there, after receiving the wound. A 
messenger was at once dispatched to 
El Monte and one also to this city to 
procure assistance, the latter reaching 
here about 5 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing, as noted. Dr. McKee at once re­ 
paired to tlie place, where he found 
Drs. Galler and Hannon of the Monte 
in attendance upon 
THE WOUNDED PARTIES. 
AVith the greatest 
haste 
which 
could be made, it was six hours after 
the occurrence before medical assist­ 
ance was rendered to tlie sufferers. Mr. 
Turner’s wounds though painful are 
not very serious. He received a slight 
cut on tiie right side of the throat ex­ 
tending some three or four inches in 
length, and reaching nearly to the jug­ 
ular vein. The wound is not deep how­ 
ever, and causes but little trouble. 
Had it not been that Mr. Turner clung 
to the knifeso tenaciously,the Mexican 
would have put a speedy termination 
to his life, llotli thumbs and all the 
fingers on both hands are cut to the 
bone where the knife passed when 
wrenched away by the would-be-mur- 
derer. When our reporter saw Mr. 
Turner, he was sitting up in bed, 
seeming to experience no serious diffl- 
culty from bis wounds and feeling but 
little pain from that in his neck. He 
conversed quite freely and recounted 
many of the particulars of tlie affair 
as we have given them, 
MRS. TURNER’S WOUND 
Is moreserious,and,takingintoconsid- 
eration the attendant circumstances, 
will probably prove fatal. ¡She was 
in a delicate situation, and the shock 
which her system has sustained will 
cause the most serious results it is 
feared. The ball entered her back un­ 
der the left shoulder-blade, ranged 
across the spine and lodgeu under the 
right shoulder-blade from which place 
it was extracted. It is probable that 
one of the ribs was fractured at the 
point where the ball entered.* The 
lady suffered so much pain that tlie 
Doctor could not make a critical ex­ 
amination to ascertain whether the 
rib was broken or not. Mrs. Turner 
is 


.V BRAVE WOMAN; 
And tlie courage and presence of mind 


which she exhibited in saving the 
life of her husband would do credit to 
a Joan of Arc. She is the daughter of 
Mr. Humphreys, a W ell known citizen 
of Spadra, and is highly esteemed by 
all who know her as a lady of refine­ 
ment and sterling worth. Her situa­ 
tion is truly pitiful, and calls for the 
lieart-felt sympathy of all. 
T H E MEXICAN 
W ho perpetrated the bloody work is a 
short, heavy-set man, weighing about 
one hundred and forty pounds. He is 
probably forty years of age; lias a 
broad, fiat face, small eyes, resem­ 
bling those of a Chinaman; high, 
broad shoulders, with short neck, and 
wears 
scattering 
black 
whiskers, 
which are intermingled with those of 
a sandy color. But little is known of 
him in the neighborhood where the 
robbery was committed, only that he 
has been living with Sefior Lugo on 
the Ranchito. A native whom we 
met on our road returning to the city, 
claimed to know the man; lie said 
that his real name is Tres Pinos, hut 
that on account of hi* stout appear­ 
ance he is nicknamed El Gordo—“the 
fat.” Ho owns quite an extensive 
ranch, and lias lived in the county for 
a long time. 
ll ld CONFEDERATES 
Are not known; neither is it certain 
th at he had any, as Mr. Turner and 
his wife saw no one at the time except 
El Gordo. 
But a party who observed 
tlie man when he came to the store 
early in tlie evening, says that he had 
in his company an American and a 
Mexican. This being the case, the 
til reo probably conspired together to 
effect the murder and robbery. Owing 
to the bungling work of tlie fat man, 
their plans were somewhat frustrated, 
and they were obliged to make oft' 
with only a small part of the booty 
which they expected to secure. 
TH E PURSUIT. 
Officers Haire of this city ami Bry­ 
ant of the Monte, with a posse of men, 
are out after the robbers. 
Up to the 
time when our reporter left the place, 
nothing liad been heard from pursuers 
or pursued. 


LATER. 
Dr. McKee left Puente ranch at 
half-past 4 o’clock, and arrived in the 
city early last evening. From him 
we gained a few additional particu­ 
lars. Mrs. Turner was resting quite 
comfortably and experiencing but lit­ 
tle pain from her wound when the 
Doctor left her. Tlie chances for her 
recovery are inucli better than at first 
supposed, though there is still much 
danger of fatal results. The officers 
have elicited 


ROME IMPORTANT POINTS 
Concerning El Gordo 
which it is 
hoped will lead to his capture. It 
seems that he was engaged to be mar­ 
ried to a young woman living near tlie 
Monte, and the nuptials were to have 
been consummated in a few days. 
W hether it was to provide himself 
w ith the means necessary to carry out 
his matrimonial enterprise, or wheth­ 
er it was owing to liis natural deprav­ 
ity or to the effects of bad whisky 
that he was impelled to commit the 
bloody deed, is as yet a m atter of con­ 
jecture. The officers placed a watcli 
on the house of tlie robbers’ lady-love 
last night, and if lie should venture 
upon the premises, which he will be 
likely to do, his capture will he cer­ 
tain. 'Fiie sixty dollars which lie had 
in his wallet at the time of tlie rob­ 
bery, had been paid to him by Lugo a 
few days previously when lie had quit 
work on that gentleman’s ranch.

In response to the call of the Presi­ 
dent, Governor John G. Downey, there 
was a very large gathering of the 
members of tlie Southern District 
Agricultural Society, at the Clarendon 
Hotel on the 30th of May last. 
The President called the meeting to 
order a t 9J A. m ., and stated that the 
meeting was for the purpose of naming 
the d a y s for the next annual fair; for 
the purpose, also, of making a speed 
programme, and for the transaction of 
other important business. 
Mr. Slaughter moved that the speed 
programme be made up at once, and 
the following was agreed upon: 
FIRST DAY. 
First Race—Trotting; free lor all 
horses that have never beaten three 
minutes; mile heats, best three in five, 
to harness. Purse, $300; $180 to first, 
$80 to second and $40 to third. 
Second Race—Running; free for all 
three-year-olds; mile heats, best three 
in five. 
Purse, $300; $330 to first and 
$130 to second. 
[If there are not two 
bona fide entries from up country, then 
this race will be declared oil' by the 
Society.] 
Third Race—Running; free for all; 
five mile dash. 
Purse, $300; $180 to 
first, $80 to second and $40 to third. 
Fourth Race—Pacing; free for all 
horses; mile heats, best two in three. 
Purse, $130; $100 lo first and fifty to 
second. 
SECOND DAY. 
First Race —T rotting; free for all 
three-year-olds; mile heats, best two 
in three, to harness. Purse, $300; $180 
to firs*, $80 to second and $40 to third. 
Second Hace—Running; free for all 
three-year-olds raised and owned in 
the district; mile heats, best two in 
three. Purse, $300; $180 to the first, 
$80 to the second and $40 to the third. 
Third Race—Hurdle race; free for 
all, 140 pounds lup; mile ami repeat, 
over four hurdles, each hurdle to be 
three feet, not including the brush. 
Purse, $150; $100 to the first and $30 
to the second. 
TH IRD DAY. 
First Race—Trotting; free for all 
horses that have never beaten 2:50; 
mile heats, best three in 5, to harness. 
Purse, $300; $180 to first, $80 to second 
and $40 to third. 
Second Race—Running; free for all 
two-year-olds owned in the district; 
single dasli of a mile. Purse, $200; 
$125 to first, $50 to second and $25 to 
third. 
Third Race—Running; free for all 
in the district; half-mile and repeat. 
Purse, $200; $125 to first, $30 to second 
and $23 to third. 
FOURTH DAY. 
First Race—Trotting; free for all; 
mile heats, best three in five, to har­ 
ness. Purse, $500; $300 to first, $125 
to second and $75 to third. 
Second Race—Running; free for all; 
mile heats, best three in five. Purse, 
$500; $300 to first, $123 to second and 
$75 to third. 
Third Race—Saddle race; free for 


all; mile dash, owner* lo ride in jock­ 
ey costume, 140 lbs. lip. 
l’urse, $150; 
$100 to the first and $50 to tlie second. 
FIFTH DAY. 
Part L—At 11 o’clock (here will he 
an exhibition of California riding and 
sports, concluding with the picking 
up of three half dollars, one yard apart, 
the rider to have seventy-five yards 
start. Suitable prizes will be given to 
successful contestants, and all entries 
free. Names to be handed to the Sec­ 
retary on or before the 15th of October 
next. 
Part II.—At one o'clock on this day 
there will be a grand exhibition of 
lady equestrianism. This contest will 
he open to all ladies and misses, who 
must be accompanied by an escort on 
the day of the contest. Entries free 
for all, and to be made to the Secre­ 
tary on or before the 15th of October 
next. The entry consists of the name 
of tlie lady contestant, and the name 
or description of tlte animal, if con­ 
venient—the name of the rider cer­ 
tain. The contest will be divided in­ 
to two parts—graceful riding and dar­ 
ing equestrianism. Ladies who took 
prizes last year are eligible. There 
will be ten or more substantial and 
elegant premiums, to be named here­ 
after. 
There will be no horse racing or 
foot racing on this dav, and the ad­ 
mission will be the same as usual. 
SIXTH DAY. 
First Race—Trotting; free for all 
horses in the district that have never 
trotted for money; mile heats, best 3 
in 5 to harness. Purse, $200; $120 to 
the first, $50 to second, and $30 to 
third.

Second Race—Trotting; free for all; 
2 mile heats, best 2 in 3, to harness. 
Purse, $400; $250 to the first, $100 
to second, and $50 to third. 
Tldrd Race—Running; free for all: 
2 mile heats, best 2 in 3, to harness. 
Purse, $400; $250 to first, $100 to see­ 
d ’d and $o0 to third. 
RULES. 
All trotting races to be governed by 
the rules of the National Turf Con­ 
gress, and all running races to bo gov­ 
erned by the rules of the Sacramento 
State Agricultural Society, 
unless 
otherwise specified. Fair to commence 
on Monday, the 26th day of October, 
to continue six days. All entries to be 
made to the Secretary by Saturday, the 
3d day of October, 10 per cent, of all 
purses to accompany the entry. In 
case of walk over, the horse shall be 
entitled to all entrance money only. 
When two horses only start, the third 
money shal I be returned to the Society. 
A horse distancing the field, shall be 
entitled to all the money. Judges 
shall have a right to call up a second 
or third race, and have it come oil be­ 
tween the heats of the first. The So­ 
ciety reserves the right to withdraw 
any purse, if it believes that there will 
be uo contest. 
All the privileges of the district, in­ 
cluding entries for premiums and 
purses, are extended to Inyo and Ven­ 
tura counties. 
At the suggestion of the Secretary, 
the President appointed a Committee 
to visit the different printing houses 
and inform the proprietors regarding 
the amount and character of printing 
required, and invite sealed proposals 
fordoing tlie same. The President ap­ 
pointed Messrs. Ferguson, Barrows 
and Maey as said Committee. 
The meeting adjourned to tlie call of 
the President.
